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Butter Is Among Leading 


Products on Atlanta Market 


Although it probably is not known 
by many people, butter constitutes 
one of the chief products sold at the 
m-uicipal market in Atlanta. 

According to Market Master Ewing, 
th:.e are no less than 18S regular 
dealers in this commodity in the mu- 
nicipal market, while there a few 
others who occasionally handle it. 
The amount handler is also quite 
Jarge, as a conservative figure would 
put the total in the neighborhood of 
6,000 pounds per month. There are 
no Jess than four dealers, according 
to Mr. Ewing, who handle close (0 
1,000 pounds each per month, while 
a dozen others sell approximately 200 
pounds each, 


The source of ‘this supply comes| 


from close to Atlanta, with the small 
farms and the small farm herds tur- 
nishing the bulk. Not all the dealers 
who sell this article own their own 
cows, according to Mr. Ewing, 


many go about the country and pur- 


chase butter from the various small 
fari.s, and in some cases from the 
country stores. This latter system en- 
ables the farmer making only a few 
pounds of butter a day an oppor- 
tunity to get his supply to market. 

The butter is put up in packages 
varying from a pound down to the 
smaller lots seiling for 10 and 195 
cents. This latter package proves 
exceptionally popular with the colored 
trade, especially on Saturday night. 

“In fact,” said Mr. Ewing, “Sat- 
urday is our biggest day in butter, 
as it is with all products sold in the 
market. There is more butter sold 
on Saturday than on all other days 
of the week combined.” 

Qne might infer from this that 
while butter is considered a necessity 
in many homes in others it is looked 
upon as a luxury, and for that rea- 
son is only purchased on the week-
